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Introduction. 


The Times Newspa per once quoted a Hindu writer as saying, 


“Turkey is now reduced from being a world-influence as the head 
of Islam to the insignificance of a Balkan State." 


That was on the 7th of Mirch 1924, a few days after the 
destruction of the Khilafahruling system at the hands of the 
traitor Misia pha Kanal Almost 80 yews hier itis cCkarwkata 
niserable fale was to await the Mislins of BalkanGiates suchas 
Bosnia and Kosovo. Who could farget the sight of grb, 
tormented and una ble to bear dishonour, hangingby their necks 
from trees? Who oould farget the fields full of bones at 
GS ebrenica? These were victims of crimes committed under the 
noses of a cowadly UN protection fare that had betrayed its 
yronise, gveninexcharge forthedisarmingof the local Muslim 
fighters defending a gainst the Serbs. We should ask how such 
things could ha ppenwhenthesons of SultanMirad, who brought 
Tslamto the Balkans 600 yearsearlier, were only 15 ninulesaway 
by plane? How desperale we felt when planes of food and 
biankels and copies of Quran were sexi while our armies were 
locked in their harrecks! 


How many hundred thousand childrenhave died in Iraqunder 
a qwuel interrational regime of sanctions? Yet at the time of 
writing the doors of Iraq's neighboursare now opento a sinilar 
mannber of US troops inreadiness for yet another killing spree, 
this time inthe name of a "war onterror". 


How long will the Muslims of Afghanistan suffer American 
bombingand subjugation to mafiawa lords under the cover of a 
Phoney Loya Jirga headed by a Pashtun consultant for a major 
American oil company? 


Mirsiins everywwherehave sensed themselves anopentarget for 
allack - easy prey whether in Palestine, Iraq, Bosnia, Chechnya, 
Kosovo, Afghanistan, Kashnir, Somalia, Gujarat - and the list is 
alwaysgrowing. 
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Since the destruction of the Khilafah Misslims have been 
plumbing the depths of despair. The Islamic warld has become 
Charaderised by failure, disunity, bloodshed, imsecurity and 
oppression. Our coumiries are totally ineffeciive on the 
inter rational sia ge and due to the dominance of our enemies they 
aeurmble to do anything for thenselves. Worse than that our 
rulers themselves seemto be the da ggeratour ownthraats inthe 
handof our enemies. 


Ttis against this sorry background of affairs that the time has 
come for the Misimns to ask thenselvessomesear ching questions, 
suchas why our society has become so hackwacrd and why our 
govermmenis are amongst the most ruthless in the warld. They 
trial, and inflicting torture and exter nimation upon their own 
people. 


Despite all the oppression that the Muslim Unimah faces we 
ave characterised with confusion, weakness and disunity. Far 
exanple, why had the Arabwoarld, with its money and oil, been 
umable to wield any influence against Israel, and why has the 
Mislimnation, more than one hillion in number, beenunable to 
defatisrae, armmtionwitha popubtionthesizeof Iredand? 


Why, when the Arabsiates alone havereceived many thousands 
of hillions of dollars of oil revenuss, has none of them got 
anywhere near becominga newly industrialised country like Korea 
or Singapore? Who can evenina gine so nach money butwkat 
has it bought for this Unmmah? It was taken from beneath our 
feet but it did not feed our poor or provide la boraiories for our 
sGieniists or invesbment for our industry. Itwas not spent to rake 
anarny to gainvicory for Islamand the Muslims in even one 
single wa. Rather, wehave become used to many wars among 
ourselves, and: wewait for bombs to fall upon our heads in the 
Maneof a post September 11th war onterror as indeed wehave 
Waited in impotence many times befare. 


Why is there such a complete lack of oo-operation and 
complementarity bebween the various Missiimsta te economies? 
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Saudi Arabia's money and Sudan's population and a gioulturd 
potential should producea huge and successful fa-mingindustry; 
Gulf finance and Egyptian expertise and population should 
Produce a successful manufaduningindustry - they do not, why? 


Wy is it that in matters of religion, history, anguaage and 
auiltureweare so sinilar to each other, yet weare so disunited? 


In the end these questions boil downto one, nanrly, why is it 
that the once mighty and grat Mislimmationis nowsoweak? 


Our weakness is not inherent, and certainly does not lie with 
Islam Weareweakbecausewehavea bandoned Islam Although 
weremain Misims, the enironmentand sodety inwhichwelive 
is nomishlanic. 


The present day Muslim society can no longer be said to 
represent Islam. ‘The public values, ideas, conceps, hws and 
ruling system proceed from the nomislamic viewpoint of life. 
Wehave changed our loyalties and commitments from Islam to 
ignorance (Jahilliyah). QGpitalism, democracy, sodalism 
Tationalism, self-interest, benefit, andprideareallideas thathave 
replaced the unity of Allah (Tauhe=) as the motivalionof lifeand 
sourceof authority. ‘Thos, the Islamicvalueshave ceased to enter 
ourhearts; ourmindsare no longer imimated by the true Islanic 
concepts, and ourway of lifeisat variancewith our creed. 


Whenin 1924 Mista pha Kanalfar mala bolished the Khilafch 
system, the Muslims finallyrelinquished the divine laws (A hkam 
Shari'ah) as the regulator of their lives. They adopted Western 
codes and systems of rulingand detached Islamfromilifesaffars. 
The Musims turned away fromthe sole warship of Allah “ to 
theworship of mamnadesystens andlaws. Thisis thesource of 
ourweakness and humiliation. 


After the demolition of the Khilafah the Mislimterritories fell 
under the ocoupation of the Furopean oolonial powers, in 
Particular, Britam and France. These two coumiries directly 
imposed their ca pitalist systems inthe fields of economics, ruling, 
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education, and politics. ‘The coumiries were completely governed 
by these secular systems. 


Under the colonial powers, many Weéesterneduca ted people rase 
to high positions withinthe slate. They held important positions 
ingovermmerd, sodety and the media. Through their influence 
they sought to Wéeslernise society in the Islamic warld. 


After the Second World War, old style colonialismcame under 
allack ‘The Furopeanpowers faced heavy financialobligaiions as 
aresultof thewa; and due to the weight of Soviet propa ganh 
against colonialism, and moreinportanily, anti-colonial pressure 
from the United Slates, the occupying powers withdrew and 
pseudo-inde pendence wasgiven to the colonies. 


These newy independent sta tes were left in the hands of the 
newgereraiionof secular people who had been grooned by the 
These secularists followed in the footsteps of their facner 
colonial masters, 


In aneffart to achieve progress and to revive their countries 
these new secular leaders explored everyavenueand slogan, apart, 
itmussthesaid, fomiIshm Watisapparedt, bwveve, sthatthe 
reverse happened. Politically there is only corruption and 
oppression, and the regimes succeed only in dividing and 
impoverishing the nation. Humiliatingly the Maislim countries 
lave become increasingly dependent on their enemies. 


Insum, thesecular programmes did not only fail to achieve the 
fabedreansof thenaterialist thinkers, but pushed the Muisins 
fir ther towards total ens vermment to the Wéesternand commnamist 
blocs. 


Inthe heroic liberationha tiles tha twere fought to free Misim 
land, Islamwas the onlyreal power that moved the people. Yet, 
when the reigns of powerrdurned to the people, the Muislins 
who led the ha tiles we-erenwved, and theseaularists usur ped the 
power. In Tunisia, Algeria, Fgypt and Pakistan seaularists out 
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ImAnoeuvred and overpowered the Muslims. But the Islamic 
adivists, throughout the Misiimooumiries, nevera bandoned their 
work, They continued to wark in the society to confirm the 
failure of the secular programmes to hring about the desired 
yrogress and improvement in the standard of Iving. They 
struggled to refute the seaularists' political dogma, and to uncover 
the conspiradesa gainst the Muslim Unmah. 


When the failure of these alien systems became Ckarly visible 
for everyone to see, people began to consider Islamas the real 
political altermative to the corruption, humiliation, weakness, 
divisionanda ja thywhichhadtakenrootinevery Misiimooumiry. 
Accordingly, over the last two decades Mislins, throughout the 
TIsamicwarld, laverdurnedtolslam Arabs, Afghans, Africans, 
Iranians, Kurds, Malysiars, Pakistanis, Turks, and many other 
Missiins of differentnationalities havesiar ted to study its beliefs, 
contemph teits awsandrules onsodely and state, andhavetaken 
up the struggle to restore Islamas the regutor of their lives. 
The strength of their will and conviction in Islam is so potent 
thatithas shook thrones, forced itself onto the political a genda of 
the superpowers and ca plivated the imagination and imirigue of 
the West. Butaboveall, this newfound zeal for Islamhas serta 
resoundingmessa ge of hope to every MissimithatIslamwilla gain 
behroughthackto the nainstreamof life. Wiatisrequiredfram 
us is to contribute to this blessed strugge through a profound 
understandingof thenatureof ourproblem, thecorrectsolution 
for this problem, and the procedure to bring to fruition this 
solution.

Thisnears that they derive their concep, values, hwsandruling 
systemfrom Allah, ie. Theough the Quranand the Sunnah of the 
Brophet =. Adoptingany other source of authoribyis a negation 
of thedechralion 'La ilaha illa Allah’ -thereis no deity but Allah. 


TIsiamprovides the Muslimnot only with a belief (iran) butthe 
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solutions for all his problens as well. Theapplication of these 
solutions to the problems of lifeis warship. When the Mislins 
applied these solutions, Le. Thedivine aws(A hkam Shariyeh) and 
conducted all their affairs according to Islam and the Islamic 
rulingsystem wewere the mighiiestna tiononearth and the most 
civilised society the ward has everknown. Whenwesiackened in 
our adherence to Islam, we declined both as a state and people. 
Whenwea bandoned Islamand its systemof life, ourdeclinews 
complete and our failure and hunilia tion wasa pparent for all to 
see. 


Qurresival canonly ocourwhenwerdurnto Islam, believingin 
its ceed and implementingits systems and avs. Whenthese two 
interdependent ements are brought together in harmony, the 
Missins will progress. Achievingthesatisfadionof Allah “3, we 
will ascend to our rightful level as leaders of mankind. Butso 
long as we implement nor-islamic laws and systems of lifewe 
will continue to fumble in the depths of despair, exploited and 
Cha ted by nations who once never dreamed they could be our 
equaks let alone our superiors. 


Gurrenily, the nomislamic systems of governmeri, with the 
assistance of farce and oppression, prevent us from living the 
kind of life demanded of us by Allah ta‘ala. Therefore, these 
governments musst be renwved, to be replaced by one Islamic 
govermmerl, ie. The Khilafahsia te. 


Theesta blishment of the Khilafahstate is not only a pradial 
necessity, butalso a religious obligation.

Establishing the Khilafah is Compulsory 


Theesta blishmentof a Ktelif for Misinns is anobligaiononall 
Muslin all over the warld. The performance of this duly, Ike 
any of theduties presatibed by Allah #3, mustbedone. Thereis 
no choice inthe natier. ‘To be complacernl, or to neglect this duty 
is oneof thegratestsins forwhich Allah “2 willpunishseverdy. 
This understandingis supported by evidences fromthe Book of 
Allah 4s, the Sunnah and the consensus of the companions of 
the Prophet % , Le. [jma'a-as-sahaba. 


Evidence from the Sinnah 
Abdullah hin Onar reported: 
“‘Theard the Messenger of Allah % say: 
cy cdl doe SY Aalelll a gy abl gd dete Ge lay abe ys 
dilate dae Gils day ads 3 addy Ole 
‘Whoso takes off his hand from allegience (baya) to 
Allahwill meet him on the ressurrection day without having 


any proof for him, and whoso dies while there was no 
allegiance on his neck dies a death of the days of ignorance 
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(jahiliy 7yah).’’’ [Musing 


This, the Prophet made it compubory that every Muslim 
should havea pledge of allegiance( Baya) onhis or herneck He 
described the personwho dies withouta pledge of allegiance on 
his neckas dyinga death of the days of ignorance, ie. Before 
Isam Thepledgeof allegianceis notgivento anyone exceptthe 
Khalif. 


Although the Prophet did not mention thatitwascompubory 
for every Muslimto give a pledge of allegiance to a Khalif, he 
made itan obligation that every Mislimshould havea pledge on 
his neck. Inother waa, itis compulbory for there to exista 
pledge of allegiance on the neck of every eligible Muslim ‘Ths 
necessita tes the presence of a Khalif to whomevery Mislimecaan 
gve the pledge. Accordingly itis the presence of the Khilafah, 
which renders possible the existence of a pledge (Baya) on the 
neckof every Misliim 


Therdare this Hacithof theProphet = isanevidencethat the 
appoiniment of a Khalif is an obligation (Wajib) and not an 
evidence to suggest the making of the pledge is an obligaiion. 
This is so, because the Prophet , in the Hadith, rebukes the 
absence of the pledge of allegiance ontheneckof the Misimat 
the time of death, and not the givingof the Baya itself. 


Hishambhin Urwareported onthe authority of Abey Saleh on 
the authority of Abu Hurairahthat the Prophet said:

He said: fulfil allegiance to them 
one after the other. Give them their dues. Verily Allah will 
ask them about what he entrusted them with."

In these traditions (A hadith) the Prophet = infacns us that 
leaders will run the affairs of Mirslins, and included in these 
hadiths is the description of the Khalif as a shield, ie. A 
Jrotection. The description of the Insm as a shield is an 
indication of the benefit of the presence of the Iman, thas, itis 
acommandof enjoinmenton Muslims. Thisisso, becausewhen 
Alfsh and His Prophet  infocmus about something wherena 
relnke is mentioned this is takenasa command of prohihition, in 
otherwards, toabstainfromthe thing. If the text, ie. Theverse 
or Hadith, conlains praise it is taken as a command to do the 
action. If the commanded adion is necessary to implement a 
divinelaw( Hukm Shari), orif its neglectwould causea divine law 
to be abandoned, then this command is a decisive command, ie. 
An obligation. 


The A hadith inform us that those who run the affairs of 
Misimsare Kralifs Therefore, this is a commando esta blishor 
appoint them The hadiths also include the prohihition upon 
Muslims separaling themselves from the authority, an 
consequenily, an obligation upon Muslims to establish an 
authority, Le. Ruling. Furthernore, the Prophet & ardered the 
Muslims to obey the Khalifs and to fight those who dispute their 
authority as Khalifs, which inturnnears a command to appoint 
aKtelif andtoprotecthis Khilafahby fighting those who dispule 
his authority.

Therefare, the command to obey the Imam is an order to 
esta blish him, and the command to fight those who dispute with 
himis a collaborating evidence that this command is decisive in 
mainiaining the presence of one Khalif. 


Consensus of the Gompanions (]jma-as-sahaba) 


All the companions (Sahaba) agreed upon the necessity of 
esta blishinga successor (Khalif) to the Prophet 2 after his dea th. 
‘Theyallagreed toa ppointa successor to Abu Rakr, and uponhis 
cea th to a ppoinka successor to Umar, and upon Uthnanss death 
toa ppoint Ali as a successor to him 


The consensus of the companions (may Albsh be pleased with 
them) on the establishment of a Ktolif manifested itself 
emphatically on the death of the Prophet & . ‘The companions 
appoiniinga successor to him. Itis knownthat the burialof the 
personis obligaiory( Fara), and thatitis a sin (Haran) for those 
whoare supposed to prepare the burial to engage thenselves in 
anything else uniil they complete the burial Inspiteof this, sone 
of the companions engaged thenselves in a ppoiniing a Khailif, 
eventhough theywere obliged to engage thenselves inpreparing 
their aciionand par tidipa ted in delaying the burialfor wo nights, 
despite having the a hility to condenm the delay and beinga ble to 
tary the Prophet = . 


This action of the companions is therefare an evidence of 
Consensus (ijn-as-sahaba) to supportthe a ppoiniment of a Khalif 
rather thanto bury the dead. ‘This could notbe legiinate, unless 
the a ppoinbment of a Khalif is more of an obligation than the 
burialof the dead.

All the companions (may Allah be pleased with them) agreed 
throughout their lives uponthe obligation of appoiniinga Khalif. 
Although at times they diffe-eda bout the person to be a ppoinied, 
they never disagreed that a Khalif should be appointed. 
Accordingly, the consensus of the companions (ijm-as-sahaba) is 
botha clkarandstrongevidence thatthea ppoinbmentof a Ktelif 
is obligaiory. 


The Shariah Prinaple 


Theestablishmentof ourreligion( Den) and theinplenenia tion 
of the divine law in every aspect of life is an obligalion (Fad) 
proven through authentic and conclusive evidences. However, 
the establishment of the deen and inplemeniation of the divine 
hw camnot he achieved unless thereis a rulerwho possesses the 
authority to do so. Accordingly, the fulfilment of the duties to 
implement the divine law and to establish the deen camnot be 
accomplished unless there exists the ruler. In this context the

"That which is necessary to accomplish a duty 
(Wajib) is itself a duty (Wajib)." 

Therefore, according to this divine principle the presence of a 
Khalif is compulsory. 


Evidence from the Book of Alah 


Albbh ta‘ala commanded the Prophet to rule the affairs of 
Muslims by that which He revealed to hing this command of 
Allah was conveyed ina nnstdedisiveway. Allah “2 ald-essedthe

The speech of Allah to the Prophet & is also a speech to the 
Brophet's Unmah (nation), unless there is an evidence which 
indicates this speech is limited to him In this case there is no 
such evidence liniting this address to the Prophet . Thus, the 
verses call upon Muslims to establish the rule of Allah. The 
appointment of a Ktalif does not mean other than the 
establishmentof theruleof Allah and the authority of Islam 


Regadingthe authority, Allah ta‘ala obliges the Misslins to obey 
those in. authority, Le. ‘Theruler, which is an indication that the 
existence of theruleris obligaiory. Allah ta‘ala says: 

PM aly pe yao ly aU gah QT Guill iT 


"O you who bdiee dbey Allah and dbesy the messenger and those in 
authority amongyou."" [TMIQ An-Nisa: 39] 


Allah does not conmmand obedience to those who do not exist 
Therefore, the existence of aruler is a must, and the order of 
Allah to obey those inauthorily is also anorder to esta blish them 


Theinpleneniationof thedivine lawdepends onthe presence 
of theruker, ie. ‘The manwith authority, and theabsence of the 
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ruler results in the norma pplication of the divine law. As the 
absence of therulerresults in the non-a pplication of the divine 
hw whichisasin, thepresenceof theruler is compubory. 


It is apparent from these evidences that the esta blishment of 
the rule and authority amongst Mislims is a duty, and that the 
appoiniment of a Khalif, who takes charge of the rule and 
authority inorder to implement the divine hw -notmerdy forthe 
sake of therule and authority alone -is also compulsory. 


The following Hadith of the Prophet indicates that the 
obligation of establishing a ruler is not merely for the sake of 
authority and rulmg. Auf bin Malik al Ashjayi reported on the 
authority of Misiimthatthe Prophet  saick

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"The best of your imams (Ueaders) are those whom you 
love and they love you and who pray for you and you pray 
for them, and the worst of your imams are those whom you 
hate and they hate you and you curse them and they curse 
you. We asked: o messenger of allah, shall we not then 
declare war on them. He said: no, as long as they establish 
Prayer among you." [Muslim] 


This Hadith Charly informs us about the good and the bad 
leaders, and about the prohibition of revolting against their 
authority so long as they esia blish the prayer. ‘Establishing the 
rayer indicates upholding the religion and impleneniingits rules. 


Therefore, the obligation upon Muslims to appoint the Khalif 
who implements the laws of Islam and conveys its invila tion 
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(Dawah) is beyond doubt with regerds to its status in the texts of 
Isamiclaw Firthernore, the duly is obligaiory because Allah 
madeitcompubory( Far) upon Missims to esia hiish the authority 
of Islam and to protect the honour of Musliins. This duty, 
howeve, is a collectiveduty, ie. Fard Kifayah. Accordingly, if some 
people accomplish it, the duty is fulfilled and the responsihility is 
therefore discharged fromtherestof thenation(Unmah). But 
if a sectionof the Unmah is unable to accomplish this duty, 
though they undertook actions required to fulfil it, then the 
responsibility remains and the obligation falls upon all the 
Missiims. ‘The duty will not be exoused fromany Muslimso long 
as the Missims are without the Khalif. 


The time limit for appointing a Khalif and the 
consequence of not fulfilling this duty 


It is forhidden (Haran) for a Mislimto renainnore than two 
nights without having a pledge of allegiance (Baya) on his neck 
This is concluded fromthe consensus of thecompanions (ijnn-as- 
sahaba). 


As soon as the Sahaba heard the news that the Prophet = we 
dead, they went to the courtyad of Banu Shida to discuss the 
appoiniment of a successor to the Messenger of Allah. At this 
time the Prophet = had not been buried. The Sahaba continusd 
discussing the na tter inko the second day following the dea th of 
the Prophet 2. Thereafter they gathered in the mosque to give 
the Baya to Abu Rakr. Whenthe haya had beengiven, theSaha kn 
repared the burialof the Prophet ; threedays and two nighis 
of the Prophet delayed the burial until after they had chosena 
SUICCESSOr. 


When Umar hin alKhatiabwas close to dea th he nominated 
the six people among the companions who, when the Prophet 3 
had died, he had been pleased with themto select a Khalif fram 
among thenselves. The six included Uthman, Ali and Abdul 
Rahman hin Awf @ay Allah be pleased with them. Omar 
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decreedthatif agreementonthe choice of Khalif was notreached 
withinthreedays, the one whodisa grees should be beheaded after 
the threedays. No one disputed this order, even though to kill 
sompeone withoutjustcauseis haram And thesesix were notjust 
anyone; they were the best of the companions who had been 
Fronised paradise. Theagreement of the companions on this 
arderis therefareanIskanic evidence farus tha tthe Misiins are 
forhiddento be withouta Khealif formorethanthreedays. After 
the threedays of discussion and consulla tion with the people of 
Médina, Uthmanwaschosenas Khalif. 


Thea ppoiniment of a Khalif is obligaiory from the moment 
the previous Khalif dies or is disposed. If thedelayexceeds two 
nights and the Mislims have not established a Khalif thema tier 
must be exanined: if the Muslims wee busy engaging in 
appointing the Khalif, but due to ovawhelning Groamsiances, 
they could not accomplish it within two nights, the sin will fall 
fromthem. This is so because they engaged in perfarming the 
duty but were ura ble to accomplish the duty in the prescribed 
time because of compellimgGramnrsiances. However, if theywere 
not engaged in the duty the ywould be sinful. 


Torefrainfromesia biishinga Khalif for Muslims is a grat sin, 
because it is an abseniation from fulfilling one of the most 
important duties of Isam ‘The implementation of the Sharia 
Gvine law) and the very existence of Islamin the ha tilefield of 
life depend upon the fulfilment of this duty. Consequently, the 
Missin as a whole commit a grat sin if they rdrain fram 
establishing a Khealif for thenselves. If theyagree to abandon 
this duty, the sin would fall on every single Muslim in the eniire 
work. If someof the Misims enbark onwarkingto establish 
a Khalif whilst the others do not, the sin would fall from the 
Shoulders of those working to establish the Khilafah, butwould 
in the wark to accomplish the duty (Farcd) has the effect of 
renwving the sin from the failure to fulfil the duty. ‘This is the 
resultof thepartidpationin the wacko acconpilish itanda deep 
latedof thethingthatprevents the accomplishmentof theduty. 
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Those who do not partidpate in the wark to accomplish the 
duty willbe sinful fromithreedays after thedepartureof the Khalif 
uniil the new Khelif Sappointed. This isso, because Allah had 
entrusted them with a duty that they neither carried out, nor 
Partidpated in. This, they deserve the sin, the punishmentand 
shameof Allah both in this life and the hereafter. Theyrdirain 
fromesia blishing the Khilafah and fromperfar ning the actions, 
whichaccordingto the divine hw esiablish him 'Theshunningof 
any obligaiory duty that Allah “s has enjoined upon the Muslims, 
Particularly the duby bywhich other duties are implemented, the 
divine awesiablished theward of Allah exaliedand Islamcartied 


‘The Unity of the Khilafah 


TheMisiins are notallowedto havenorethanone Ktelif an 
onestiate; this is confirmed by the following hadiths:

Inthis period, @rewastaken to develop dispositions, altitudes 
and behavioural pa tierns, whichwece the living exanple of the 
Quran The Prophet sought to caultivale a unique group of 
Mirslins who would be ready for the consequences of open 
confroania tion. with society tha twas to soon follow 


At the time whenProphethood was conferred upon Mihanimed 
2 the society, its beliefs, values, emotions and laws were non 
Islamic insumthesodety was Jahil. Against this background the 
Qulturingsta gewas used by the Prophet to build up the Islamic 
qa eed inthe followers and to strengthen their faith in Allsh “3. It 
was used to replace the Jahili asstons, ideas, and values with 
Tawhes} Le. The unity of Allah. The Prophet would oollect 
the Muslims in Dar al Argamand mould them according to the 
guidanceof the Quran 


Today, Jahiliyyah similarly surrounds us. Our society is non- 
Islanic, as it wasat the beginning of the Prophet's mission, 
though weare Muslims as individual. Acoordingly, the initial 
stage of the movement to establish the Khilafah had to go 
the Islamic creed in the individuals of the group. Thissiageis 
Cheraderised bya deep and pradicalstudy of the Islamicideology 
thatprepes the individual to bear the duties of offeringthe call 
to resune the Islamic way of life, which will require patience, 
enduranceand persistence. The confidence in Islmas a whok, 
and in its different systems, needs to be cultivated by a good 
knowledge of Islam and its systems so as to help restore the 
rations confidence inIslam. The aimis to establish a Paty 
structured upona Clarand unshake ble belief inthe ideology in 
readiness for the uncompromising address of the Dawah to 
sodiely. 
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‘The Need to Wérk as a Group 


Individuals camnot accomplish the establishment of the 
Khilafah. Itis a oollective duty tha trequires the Masiins to actin 
a concerted mamner asa group. TheProphet = did notleavehis 
followers to actas individual. The Missins would neetin Dar Al 
Axgam (the house of Al Argand where they would lkarnabout 
Islam Pray together and actineveryq@ padily as a group -a unique 
group. 


Pradicalexanptkesof thecompanions (may Allah be please with 
them) ading as a group are nuneras. For exanple the 
companions came together one day and remarked that Quraysh 
hhadneverheard the Qurandistincllyread to themexce ptfromthe 
Prophet . AbduAllah hin Masud said that he would nake 
Quraysh listentoit. Sointhe morninghewentto the Kahaand 
read the Quran aloud, whereupon Quraysh set upon him and 
beganto hithim Whenherdurned to the companions theysaict 
"Thisis wlatwe feared would ha ppento you." Hesaid: "Allah's 
enemies were never more contemptible inmy sight than theyare 
now, andif you like I will go and do the sane thing before them 
tomorrow" The companions said: 'No, youhave done enough, 
yyouhave made themlistento what they don'twantto hear." 


Another exampleocourredwhen the Negusof Abyssinia called 
the Muslims to ans weracasa tions made by Quraysh, concerning 
the position of Jesus inIshm When the summons reached the 
Missiims they held a council to discuss the matier. ‘They decided 
to inform the Negss exadily wiat the Quran says without 
deviation and sent Jafar hin Abi Talib to speak on their behalf. 
After hearing Jafarsta tement, the Negus told the Mislims, "Go in 
peace, whoever insults you shall be punished. Go in peace, 
wWhereveryouwish. Inmy land you willbesecure."

The following Quranic versenarked the transition of the call

He 
Chose a number of initiatives to bring Islam inio the centre of 
publicatiention. Hirsily, heinvited his rdatives, amongwhowere 
the leaders of Quraysh, toa banquetathis home. Heexphined 
to them the Message and promised thema paradise which is as 
vastas the earth and heavers, and waned themof afirewhich:

Thisshocked the people of Makkah Forthe 
firsttime theywere confronted with the reality of thesolid basis 
of the Missimss. Prior to this demonstration, the Misiins prayed 
inprivale, thereafter they prayed in the courtyad of the Kaha.

‘The Ideological Struggle 


Inthestageof bold public interacion, the group nastaddess 
itself to delivering the message of Islamto the society, so as to 
build confidence in Islamas it was built in the minds and hearts 
of the companions. This camnot be achieved except by engaging 
in an ideological and intellectual struggle against all the non- 
Islanicideologes, thoughis, values and systems. This should be 
done by disclosing the corruption inherent in the prevailing 
ideologes, systems and custons. ‘Thesincere Islamic movement 
musstwage anideologicalwara gainst the ideologes, concepts and 
values that contradict Islam. Following the method of the 
Prophet & the movement must refute capitalism democracy, 
communism, rationalismand every other ....ism. Norislamic 
raciices, values, systens and laws must be challenged. The 
awareness of the society must be raised so they reject these 
thoughis as umskanic. 


The presidents, kings, lkaders and personalities who stand as 
obstacles before this Dawah should be disclosed to the society far 
what theyare. Their plots, airocities, intrigues and polices 
diredieda gainstIslamshould berevealedto thenation. Thisis the 
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exanple of the Messenger of Allah %, and whoever shysaway 
fromthis task is failing to uphold the Sumnah and method of the 
Prophet =.

Persecution and the desire for success will bring the believers 
inio a positionwhere theyare faced with anofferof conpranise.

Snilarl, the Prophets way does not permit a compromise in 
gereral leadership of all Muslins inthe warld. Therecanbe no 
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compronise in this objective. The Prophet % refused to accept 
the help of Banu Amir because they wanted the leadership after 
Mithamned 2. He alo rejected the offer to support from the 
tribe of Sheehanb. Thaah hawhen, allhougha greeing to protect 
the Prophet 2 ffomall Arabs, theywould not protect hima gairst 
the Persiars. 


The objective is not power for thesake of power. Thereis no 
meaning for esta blishing the authority if we deviate from the 
method of Islam 


Although the objective of this duty is to establish the rule of 
Alfsh and theIslamicway of life, theullimateaimof every action 
mausstheto earnthepleasureof Allah. This, everyadionwhether 
it be the individual or group should be under takenpurdly for the 
sakeof Allah, expectingno praisefromanyone. The sincerity of 
the group, its leadership and its members should be exposed in 
theiradions. The sincerity by this meaning will enlighten the way 
to success, for the vidory only comes from Albh “3. 


Persecution. 


When. their bargaining tactics failed, Quraysh resorted to 
outright violence. They launched a policy of persecuting the 
Missims. ‘Theya porehended those Mislins not protected by the 
existing social system. Such people were imprisoned, tortured 
and killed. They also directed their attacks on the Prophet =, 
they slandered him, guread lies and propa gandaa gainsthimand 
sought to inflict bodilyharmon him 


Following the persecution, the Prophet “ suggested to his 
followers that they enigrate to Abyssinia uniil Allah provided 
relief for them 


landed in Abyssinia, and that Umar and Hanya had accepted 
Islam, and that Islam continued to spread, they drew up a 
dooument in which they made it binding upon thenselves with 
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respect to the Mislinss, Banu Hashimand Banu aHMiittalib that 
they would not marry from them, sell to them, nor buy fram 
them The Musims wece banished to the Shibof Abu Talib, a 
rugged litle valley outside Makkah. This severe boyoott lasted 
fromthe seventh yearof the Prophets mission to the tenth yer. 


Shortly after the end of the boycott the Prophet's wife, Khadijah 
@ay Allah be pleased with her), died followed one month later by 
Abu Talib. Becauseof the tremendous loss felt by the Prophet =, 
this year became knownas the Yearof Grief (AmaHHuzn). 


As a result of this ideological strugge, the Islamic movement 
willa ttimes earnthe anger of the general publicwith its jahiliyych 
thoughts and values. The leaders of the states will level 
persecution on the members engaged inthe strugge. They will 
imprison, nurder, boycott, exile and slander them This is 
inevitable, but it must not seduce the believers from their goal 
andremainingsteadfast to this method or compronise their aim 


Sacrifice 


Esta biishing the Khilafahamlirestoringthesovereignily of Islam 
to the earth requires saqifice with all that we cherish. It needs 
Fatience and endurance to bear the hardships and traik that will 
afflict the souls, family and wealth.

The Prophet offered himself to nunerous tribes including. 
Thaqifi Kinda; Banu Anir hin Sa'sa'a; Banu Kalb and Banu 
Hanifah The Ranu Anirsaid: "If weadually give allegiance to 
you, and Allah gives you victory over your opponents shall we 
lave authority after you?' TheProphet replied, 
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" Authority is a matter which Allah places where He 
pleases." None of these tribes responded positively to the call 


However, while the Prophet  wasofferinghinself to the Arab 
tribes he meta talAgahaa number of the KhazrajfromMedina. 
‘They responded to his call and accepted Islam When they 
re@urned to Medina, they informed their people about the 


The followingyer, 12 of the Ansar pledged thenselves to the 
HBrophet & atakAgahba. Theyrd@urned to Medina with Musab 
him Unay, the Prophet's companion, whowas sentito teach them 
their religion. Misab proceeded to deliver the call to Islamin 
Brophet were mentioned in every house. 


The following yer, Misab and seventy-three men and two 
women set out for Makkah to neet the Prophet = and to 
conclude their pledge of suppartto the Prophet . Followingthe 
second pledge, which is known as the pledge of War( Bay at al- 
Harb), the Prophet directed his companions to migrale to 
Médina. Shorthy after, uponreceiving the pernmissionof Allah, the 
HProphet & together with Abu Bokr nigrated to Medina 
whereupon he esta blished the first Islamic Gate. 


‘The Importance of Public Opinion 


The nation is dominated by what the society respecis or 
disrespects in public, not by the opinions of individuab. This 
public opinion is usually influenced by the oollective aciions that

An exanple of this is the decision of 
Quraysh to ternimate the boycott of the Mislins. In spite of 
Abu Jahl and the leaders of Qurayshsaying the pact wassacrel 
and inviolabk, thestrength of public opinion farced Qurayshto 
lring an end to the boycott. 


Itis notesseniial tha teveryone in the society be behind the call 
for thetrarsfarnationof thesociety to be possible. However, it 
is essential that the collective thoughts and opinions be Islamic. 
Ths, when Missa breturned from Medina and gave his report to 
the Prophet “ he infaocmed him that Islam had entered every 
howe, notthat everyone had accepted Islam, butIslamdonina ted 
the oollective conscience of the people. Itwas onthis hasis that 
the Prophet “ concluded Medina wassulla ble for bearing the first 
Islamic Sat. 


‘The Importance of Interaction 


The oollective conscience of the people can only be built 
through constant inleradion. The people who want to change 
the society musstlive with the people. Isolationismand withdrand 
fave no place in this process. The society must be won over to 
TIslamthrough a longand hard intelledual and political strugge. 


Consequenily, itis necessary tha tthe Muslimadciivists adopt the 
inferests of the Ummah inall fields, and to motivate the Unnmah 
to stand up for its rights and to reject outright the oppression 
(zulnd imposed uponit. Thegratestfacmof zulmimposed on 
the Unmah is the ruling of their affairs by kufr systems that 
contradict their faith and creed. The Unmah must insist that 
only Islamis their saviour and that they possess the power to 


bya pplyingan Islanic constitution without the preparaiorywark 
being carried out befare hand. This idea is an illusion and 
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TheProphet interacted with the society to build the Islamic 
aeed as the basis for the society's emotions, ie. So the people 
would lovewlat Allah 3 loved and hate wiat displeased Allah. 
And he struggled to establish the Islamic thoughts as the 
dominant opinions in the society, so that the Halal and Haram 
became the criterion to judge every action and to define every 
Islamic society came into being.
